bile tit home. Driving knowledge, 
such as it is, mny be picked up 
universally.

We need every conceivable kind 


nf a check to improve the train- 
ing of the men and women behind 
America's motoring wheel. 


One such chock is publicity. The 


EUn, already this year, has pub- 
lished two series of "safely" ar- 
ticles, describing motoring signs 
and 
giving picture^ of common 


hazards encountered on the high- 
ways, and what to do when meet- 
ing Uicm. 


But this isn't enough. 
The habits of older people are 


difficult to changc-t-and they arc 
notoriously hard to1 train in me- 
chanical matters if such matters 
don't appeal to thorn naturally. 


But in the young folks there is 


a chance to rear a new generation 
of fool-proof drivers. 


Except for the touch of reckless- 


ness common to all youth, young 
folks are invariably better drivers 
Uian tho elders. 


And what they learn nboul sound 


prat-lice on the public highways 
will be all to the good for the 
America of the future.

Government May Take 


One-Third of Income 


NKW YORK--t/l'i- -In discussing 


the rapid increase in cost of gov- 
ernment here Wednesday night, 
Senator Byrd (Dem., Va.) .said: 


"In 
ISIS the por capita income 


was $350. In 1936 it was $469- -an in- 
crease of 34 per cent. Total govern- 
ment expenditures equaled $30 pet- 
capita in 1913 and $134 per capita 
in 1936—an increase of 347 per cent. 
On a per capita ba.si.s, government 
expenditures in 1913 represented 
eight per cent of the national in- 
come. In 1936 these expenditures 
represented 28 per cent of the na- 
tional income. Public debt equaled 
$59 per capita in 1913' and $430 per 
capita in 1936." 


Now about one-third of every 


person's income would be required 
to meet government expenditures if 
we puida s we spc'iul. These figures 
refer 
to total government cost.

Being host today to the annual meeting of the Little Rock Con- 


ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, carries the memories 
of Hope's older citizens back to another day in 1914 when the city enter- 
tained an entirely different convention—the Arkansas Travelers, a con- 
vention of traveling salesmen.

ident Roosevelt paid tribute to the 
nation's dead with the traditional ob- 
servance of two-minutes silence before 
the tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 


Tlie president made no speech, but 


Daniel J. Doherty, national command- 
er of the American Legion, said the 
memory of the nation's World war 
dead would best be served by the "en- 
thronement of an enduring peace."

New Bonnets Will Enable 


Planes to Set New 


Records

WASHINGTON.-Air-cooled bonnets 


will be the style for next year's air- 
'lane engines. 
It's a fashion that will bring new 
peed records, say engineers of tlie 
National 
Advisory 
Committee 
for 


Aeronautics, who set the present prac- 
ical speed limit at five miles a min- 
ute. The new bonnets, they hope, wilj 
nake it possible to fly seven to 15 
niles faster. 


With the old type of bonnet—cowling 


o the air-minded—air flows in over 
he engine and out through tlie skirt 
t the rear. The new cowling takes 
ir in through the center opening be- 
lind the propeller, pases it over the 
ylinders and then reverses the flow 
o send the air out through slots a few 


• inches behind the point where it en- 


tered. 


The front of the cowling looks like 


two doughnuts fitted together. The 
rear one can be moved back and forth 
to adjust the location of the outlet 
slots.

Warts Are Common and So Are Odd Ideas as to 


Their Cause and Cure

- The common wart is. a nuisance. 


Some people are much more troubled 


[ with them than are others. There are 


all sorts of strange delusions and no- 
tions about warts and these have been 
found to exist among peoples all over 
the world. For instance, in a collec- 
tion of superstitions in Adams County, 
Illinois, the following beliefs about 
warts were found to prevail: that a 
person who has a wart will be lucky 
or become wealthy ;that a wart on the 
chjrt means a mean disposition. In fact, 
there is a couplet which says "A wart 
•on the chin is a devil within." 


There are innumerable beliefs in re- 


lationship to warts and. toads. Thus 
it is said that if one holds a frog in 
the hand, one will acquire warts, or 
that if you kill a toad, your hands 
will be covered with warts. This, of 


• course, is symbolic because the skin 


of the toad or the frog looks as if it 
were covered with warts. 
' There are innumerable superstitions 
as to healing a wart. Most of these 
are superstitions in which one is sup- 
posed to rub the wart with something 
or other, murmuring some sort of a 
charm and then burying the material 
used for rubbing the wart. The ma- 
terials used for the rubbing of warts 
have been apples, bacon, baking soda, 
beans and most of the other vegetables.. 


There are also symbolic notions rel- 


ative to the removing of warts which 


involve drawing a mark around the 
wart, tying a hair around the wart, 
and in association with this the mur- 
muring of a magic charm. There are 
people who believe that rheumatism 
may be removed by wearing a ring 
or trying a string around the rheu- 
matic joint. 


Another series or superstitions in- 


volves the tying of knots in a string- 
as many knots as you have warts— 
murmuring a charm and then burying 
the string in a graveyard. 


All of these are symbolic notions 


representing the idea of tying away 
the affected area, or transferring the 
condition to something else which is 
buried. These ideas may give comfort, 
but there is no real scientific proof 
that they have any value.

Now, 
ordinarily, when one writes 


from the film capital, where I am nt 
present confined, one write with an at- 
tempt toward what is known here as 
humor. But I give full warning that 
what follows is to be utterly and ex- 
tremely serious. So serious, that for 
clays I have been finding it difficult to 
refrain from shouting from the roof- 
tops for Americans to run to the near- ' 
est picture house arid to see the news- 
reels of the Shanghai bombings. 


Murdered Children 


I have seen the terror on tho faces 


of condemned convicts in a death- 
house. I have seen the mangled corpses 
of reckless automobile drivers . . . but 
this is all as absolutely nothing. Those 
condemned convicts were sentenced, 
were prepared for their doom. Those 
nutomobilists disregarded other peo- 
ple's rights, took their chances, flew 
into death like moths into a flame find 
possibly they all deserved it. 


But the remains of these people that 


you see in this Shanghai newsreel . . , 
once they formed innocent human be- 
ings. Innocent, laughing, playing chil- 
dren . . . boys and girls. 


There in Los Angeles our sons and 


(laughters go to the public schools with 
these Chinese children . . . you see 
them on the streets and in the street 
cars and you talk with them. The lit- 
tle tots look like toy dolls, you want 
to pick them up and hug them to your- 
self and toss them in the air. 


But go and sec these Chinese chil- 


dren in Shanghai! For here is war! 
War as it is, as it will be and as it has 
been . . . in Ethiopia, in Spain, in 
Manchuria. 


See this war and you will see that 


war is ghastly, horrible, incredibly in- 
sane. Not for a single moment will | 
you thrill to its glory . . . or feel or 
see the remotest evidence of bravery 
or courage. 


No Defense 


Nor will you, if you stare at this 


newsreel for two minutes as I did, 
avoid the inevitable decision '. . . that 
intelligence is not the slightest de- 
fense against death from the sky in' 
the form of a bomb. 


Your shelter is shelled, fortunately 


you escape the falling debris . . . you 
want only to rush across the street to 
find another basement or doorway . . . 
but already you are the target of a 
machine gunner in a swooping air- 
plane. You can't outwit a modern 
machine gun in a 200-mile-per-hour 
plane. 


All of this is morbid, terrifying, but 


it must be seen—to reali/o, to under- 
stand, to know! It must be seen in the 
schools and colleges, in every moving 
picture house available. Above all, 
it must Be projected in the jingoist 
clubs, in the swanky sanctums of the 
Navy Leagues, in the granite citadels 


of the Wall Street stockbroker*, in the 
luxurious mnnsions of the munitions 
manufacturers. 


But more than anywhere else . . . 


this horrible, ghastly newsreel of man's 
cruelty to man should bo shown to tho 
Japanese war lords, to Herr Hitler, to 
Signor Mussolini, and Sonor Franco, 
1, for one, am certain that Purgatory 
contains at least this punishment fo> 
them . . . an eternal newsreel of their 
accomplishments.

liam tt. Harkness, Jr.. goes the credit 
for, the capture of the only live giant 
panda in captivity. Although innum- 
erable expeditions had gone after pan- 
das; less than a dozen persons had suc- 
Cetded in seeing one alive and only 
four skins had been obtained. 
'„, Mrs. Harkness succeeded not only in 
Capturing the animal alive but in 
transporting it half way across the 
Vtatld without a mishap. When the 


- animal was found in a hollow log in 


the bamboo forests of southwestern 
China on November 9, 1936 it weighed 
only three pounds and still had its 
dyes closed. Today, thanks to the 
careful supervision of Mrs. Harkness 
(he panda weighs more than 
fifty 


pounds and is one of the most inter- 


esting, lively and apparently intelli- 
gent animals in the Chicago Zoologi- 
cal Park. 


Mrs. Harkness named the panda 


•Su-lta," which means "a little bit of 
something precious." The name Is 
very appropriate, considering that the 
animal is regarded as the most valua- 
ble animal in captivity.

Suggestions Numerous 


The offer has borught some unusual 


ideas. 


Arthur Seymour Martin has devised 


a giant atomizer to create an artificial 
fog over orange or lemon groves. This, 
he thinks, would reflect the earth's 
radiating heat back to the surface. 


At Escondido, Ralph Cook has de- 


vised an "overcoat," on the same prin- 
ciple as the human overcoat, for trees. 


Col. Charles H. Rutherford of Phoe- 


nix, Ariz., says to let the fruit go ahead 
and freeze, since a spray he has com- 
pounded will preserve its juiciness and 
edibility anyway. 


Of proved value, according to Dr. 


Irving Krick of California Tech. are 
the lofty wind machines already in 
operation in many orchards. Propell- 
ers driven by 100-horsepower engines 
churn the air in the citrus groves to 
mix up the strata of warm and cold 
and thus equalize temperature. An 
improved type has a heater in con-1 
nection, and produces something like a' 
warm, desert wind. 


Rubber Smudges 


The new activity follows the disas- 


trous freeze of January, 1937, when, 
the growers' organization estimates I 
more than ?5,000,000 was spent smudg- j 
ing in a few clays. Oil and transpor- 
tation ran short. Frantic orchardistsj 
bid against each other for fuel. Many, 
had to turn to any fuel at hand- 
notably old rubber tires—and the re- 
sulting smoke pall was immediate 
cause of the new anti-smudge ordin- 
ances.

that saved oranges and lemons from 
frostbite. 
University 
of California 


scientists now have demonstrated that 
heat is the effective agent—hence an 
efficient and not-too-costly "smoke- 
less heater" would be an Aladdin's 
lamp to the rich west coast orange em- 
pire.

Comparing present conditions with 


those of four ycnrs ago, tho admin- 
istrations' spokesman said: 


"We deliberately used an unbal-' 


anced federal budget during the past 
four years to meet a great emergency. 
That policy has succeeded. The emerg- 
ency that we faced in 1933 no longer 
exists." 


We dispute the contentions of some 


persons "that another great spending 
program is desirable to ward off the 
risk of another business depression." 


"I claim," he said, "no prophetic In- 


sight into the future. 
But I have 


racched the firm conviction that the 
domestic problems which face us to- 
day 
sire essentially 
different 
from 


those which faced us four ypnrs ago. 
Many measures arc. 
1 required for their 


solution. One of these measures, but 
only one. in the present juncture, is a 
determined movement toward a bal- 
anced budfiel." 


Asserting that 19.'t7's business activ- 


ity has been of "a healthy chnrnclcr" 
and unmarrcd by the usual symptoms 
of "an unhealthy boom," he said "we 
have not reached the state of full em- 


ployment of our productive resources." 


"On the contrary," he said, "from all 


these standpoints, conditions are fav- 
orable for a continued increase In the 
level of business activity." 


At another point, Mongenthau as- 


serted that "the basic need today is 
to foster the full application of the 
driving force of private capital." 


Smaller Outlays on Roads 


He said the administration could not 


"prudently" expect any more rev- 
enues in the next fiscal year than the 
>6,650,000,000 predicted for this year and I 
hat Instead of Imposing higher taxes 
'we would plan to bring next year's 
expenditures within this year's in- 
come." 


The reductions should be made, he 


explained, In classes of expenditures 
which have been mainly responsible 
for past deficits. He said highway 
expenditures should bo slashed from 
this years' outlay of $253,000,000 to the 
pre-depression level of less than $100,- 
000,000. No specific figures were given 
to indicate how deeply he believes re- 
ductions should be made In spending 
for agriculture, 
relief 
and public 


works. 


He continued that "no agricultural 


program cnn long endure which makes 
excessive demands upon the federal 
Treasury, or is unfair lo consumers." 


More People-to Pay 


Morgcnthnu introduced his discus- 


sion of methods of equalizing the tax 
burden with the statement thnt "our 
tax revenues come largely from indi- 
vidual earnings and business profits. 
We do riot wish to impose levies which 
tend to dry up these sources of lax rev- 
enue." 


"The laws should be so written find 


administered that the taxpayers can 


continue to make a reasonable profit 
with a minimum of Interference from 
his' own federal government," he con- 
tinued. 


"Hie amount of our Income tax rev- 


enue is only nbout half our Internal 
revenue. Less than 3,000,000 people out 
of our total population pay Individual 
federal income taxes. 


"Wo would be applying the principle 


of capacity to pay more justly if we 
were to reduce the number of con- 
sumer taxes and at the same time In- 
crease the number of Incomew taxpay- 
ers. Taxpayers who are squarely con- 
fronted with their own tax burdens 
are bound lo be keenly alive to the 
way the money is being spent by their 
government." 


In speaking of curing tax defects, 


he did not refer by name to the undis- 
tributed profits tax or the capital gains 
and losses tax, levies which business 
interests are especially anxious to 
modify. Treasury exports have been 
discussing changes in these taxes in 


secret meetings with n subcommltB 
of tho house ways and means commj] 
tee.
